Winnipeg Telegram, 

The war ts over. The peace treaty 
has been signed; and it is now time 
\for the world to take in hand those 
| problems of reconstruction and re- 
placement which the long-drawn-out 
hegotlations for peace have left nec 
essarily in abeyance, 

What is true of the war and of the 
world is true in no leas degree of the 
| strike and of Winnipeg. The strike 
| is over, and Winnipeg must set to 
work tn earnest to rehabilitate her- 
self. 

There is an element among eme

other strikes, other riots, which may 
| well prove more severe and more dis- 
astrous than the disturbance which 
has just been brought to a clone. 

The right has been vindicated. But 
it is well to remember, it is esential 
to recognize, that the misleading of 
the workers of Winnipeg ty their 
revolutionary leaders could not have 
been accomplished had there not 
been a deeply rooted and fuetifiable 
feeling among those followers that 
they were succoring wrongs, that they 
were being treated unjustly.
